Basis of Brotherhood Revealed to Peter—Ra- 


cial and National Prejudice Shattered— 
Christianity a Universal Religion.

As a boy In Frankfort, a su- 
burb of Philadelphia, I followed 
down. Main 
Street, 
with 
other 


boys, 
the first 
Chinese I had 
ever seen, who had come to open 
R laundry. Later, when in the 
villages of China I was followed

Bters, 
calling 


Chinese 
young- 


"Yang-wayzie"— 


'foreign 
devil"—I thought 
upon 


the narrow 
provincialism 
and 


prejudice that Is world-wide. "For- 
eigners" is a word 
everywhere! 


spoken with a measure of con- 
tempt. 
Even a world war has 


not 
shocked 
humanity 
into 
a 
consciousness of Its essential one- 
ness. Yet that awareness is In- 
dispensable to universal 
peace. 


There is no more practical prob- 
lem confronting mankind today 
than that which is embodied in 
the story of Peter on a Joppa 
housetop, 
two 
thousand 
years 


ago.As Senor Salvador de Madaria- 
ga wrote recently In the New 
York Times, "Peace...is going to 
live a precarious life so long as 
a new world outlook does not 
raise and 
illumine the eyes of 


men. 
Kindly note that this is 


no idealism. It Is dire and stern, 
and even grim, realism. It is no 
use fooling ourselves about peace. 
We are not going to have peace 
'.. .till we conquer It by our crea- 
tive Imagination and with our 
heroic will to rise out of the rut 
of 
humdrum, village-pump 
na- 


' tionajlsm." 


• That truth which was so dra- 
imatically taught Peter must be 
learned anew today by statesmen, 
educators 
and 
citizens 
every- 


where. 
,.Old Scripture For New Times.. 
Some 
folks 
hold 
religion 
as 


something apart from 
everyday 


life. They do not see any neces- 
sary 
connection 
between 
the 


'Scripture and the affairs of the 
•world. They even think they can 
be good Christians and bad citi- 
zens. The which Is stupid. Even 


tanner, by the tumultuous sea- 
shore.. Here is Luke's report of 
the incident: "Peter went up up- 
on the houstop to pray, about 
the sixth hour; and he became 
hungry, and desired to eat; hut 
while they made ready, he 
fell 


into a trance; and he beholdeth 
tho heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain vessel descending, as It were 
a great sheet, let down by four 
corners upon the earth; where- 
in were all manner of fourfoot-

God's Synchronized 
Clocks. 


While Peter was experiencing 


this vision, messengers were at 
the door of Simon the tanner's 
house, from Centurion Cornelius, 
of Caesarea, a Gentile who had 
been seeking spiritual light and 
had been told in a 
vision 
to 


send for Peter. 
God had been 


working with Cornelius, as well 
as with Peter. His clocks are 
all synchronized. What ' happened 
up the coast in Caesarea 
was 


timerj 
to accord 
exactly 
with 


what happened in Joppa. 
God's 


forces are always in tune. 


Prepared by his vision for this 


violation of Jewish practice and 
law, 
Peter went 
to 
Caesarea, 


where the Roman officer and his 
household awaited 
them. 
After 


Cornelius had told of his vision, 
Peter began his exposition of the 
full Gospel with the memorable 
saying, 
"Of 
a 
truth, perceive 


that God is no respecter of per- 
sons; but it every nation he that 
feareth 
Him, 
and 
worketh 


IL little sound reasoning makes righteousness, is acceptable 
to 


clear the 
relation 
of the tre- 


mendous truths of the Bible to 
the times in which we live. 
Thus, It Is commonly forgotten 


'that 
only 
Christianity 
ever 


brldjred the gulf between races 
and taught that all 
men 
are 


God's children, and brothers one 
'of another. 
Consider how con- 


temptuously 
the 
Roman, 
the 


Greejc and the 
Jew 
regarded 


"barbarians." Even the apostles 
could not at first grasp the stag- 
fterlnp truth that the Gospel is 
for all men, regardless of race. 
It took a miracle-vision to con- 
vince. Peter that his Good News 
'was for the Gentiles, as well as 
'for the Jews. 
If this Lesson has any signifi- 


cance at all for the modern per- 
son it is that In the Gospel of 
IJCbrlst lies the one hope of bring- 
ing in a new era of good will, tol- 
erance, brotherhood and 
peace. 


There Is abroad, in the world a 
vague intellectual "International- 
Ism" which never gets down to 
the basic reality of a changed 
human 
nature. What we really 


need is the mastering conviction 
that only as men accept Christ 
as Master do they 
all 
become 


brethren. That great modern mis- 
sionary to Arabia, Dr. Paul. W. 
Harrison 
(whose 
praises 
were 


once sung to me by his friend, 
'King Ibn Raoud) penetrates 
to 


the core of the matter in his 
declaration. "There Is no ration- 
al humanitarian service for Arab- 
ia except that, which has for its 
object the bringing of men and 
'women to Christ." 


Old Joppa In Tho News. 
In a recent newspaper I saw 


a photograph of the center of 
Jaffa—which 
is 
old 
Joppa—as 


bombed by the British In attacks 
upon Arab agitators. It does not 
'occur, to readers of the 
news 


from Palestine to link the pres- 
acnt troubles there with the vision 
"of Peter on a Joppa housetop. 
Nevertheless, the racial question 
jis at root tho same. Jew and 
Arab are clashing today; It was 
•Jew and Gentile In Peter's day.

—Corn prices shot up the 4 
cents limit just before the 
grain market closed today, 
equaling the highest price 
in the last decade. 


September corn led the ad- 


vance and scored the 
max- 


imum gain, closing at the top— 
$1.167-8 1.16. Not since May, 1928, 
has $1.16 been paid for corn de- 
liverable in September. Not since 
June, 1925, when $1.195-8 a bush- 
el was quoted, has a higher price 
been paid than that at which corn 
sold today. 
Other deliveries of corn advanc- 
ed about two cents a bushel in 
sympathy with the sharp upturn 
In September contracts. Corn spec- 
ialists said supplies of the cereal 
available for delivery in Chicago 
next month when the contracts 
must be executed were thin. 
September corn sold 2 cents 


higher than wheat deliverable in 
the same month, the first time 
this situation has prevailed on the 
board of trade in years. 
While corn prices skyrocketed 


in the futures markets cash hand- 
lers paid 1 to 3 cents higher for 
the grain for immediate delivery. 
Choice grades of white corn sold 
as high as $1.321-2, within 2 cents 
of the previous peak of $1.34 paid 
in January, 1025. 
Except for that date and De- 
cember, 1924, when $1.351-2 was 
quoted, current cash corn prices 
•were at the highest level since 
1920, and 6 cents a bushel higher 
than choice grades of wheat. 
Oats and rye futures also touch-

others, testimony was brought out 
that an attempt to kill Stalin in 
1934 
failed because 
Zinovieff's 


secreary committed suicide rather 
than carry out the death order. 


Zinovieff's 
admission

abandoned the principles of Karl 
Marx in resorting to Individual 
terrorism was made as an ex- 
pla,nation of how and why he plot- 
ted to kill Stalin and unseat the 
government. 


However, Zinovieff defended his
